The members of the Convention thus elected on the
first liondazhln Beplember next, are hereby required to
convene in the city of Columbia on Wedne , the 13th
day of Beptember, 1865, for the purpose of alfering and
asmending the present Constitution of South Carolins,
or remodelling and making o new one, which will con-
form to the great changes which have taken Elm:n in the
State, and be more in accordance with Republican prin-
ciples and equality of representation.

And I do further proclaim and make known, that the
Constitution and all laws of force in South Carolina prior
to the secesslon of the Btale, aro hereby made of force
under the Provisional Government, except wherein they
may conflict with the provisions of this Proclamation.
And the Judges and Chancellors of the State are hereby
required Lo exerelso all the powers and perform all the
duties which appertain to their respective offices, and
especially in ooiminal cases. It will be expected of the
Federal military authoritics now in South Carolins, to
lend their anthority to the civil officers of the Provisional
Government, for the purpose of enforeing the laws and
preserving the peace and good arder of the State.

And I do further command and enjoin all good and
lawfual eitizens of the State to unite in enforcing the laws
and bringing to justice all disorderly | , oll plun-
derers, robb and d n.IJ’ vagrants and idle
persons who are wandering about without employment
or any vislble means of supporling themselves,

It in nleo e;}::ctod ihat all former owners of freed .E-Pch
song will be kind to them, and not turn off the children
or aged to perish; and the freed men and wonien aro
earnestly enjoined to make contracts, just and fair, for
remaining with their former owners,

In order to facilitate as much as presible the applica-
tions for pardons under the excepted sectlons of the
FPresident's Amuesty Proclamation, it s stated for fufor-
mation that all applications must be by petition, stating
the exception, and aceo nied with tho cath preserib-
ed.
